NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 20 th March, 1961 

S.O. 602.—In pursuance of clause (a) of section 4 of the Two-Member 
Constituencies (Abolition) Act, 1961, the Election Commission hereby publishes 
its proposals in regard to the matters mentioned in section 3 of the said Act as 
respects the State of Gujarat and specifics the 10th April, 1961, as the date on or 
after which the proposals will be further considered by it. 

Any objections or suggestions in regard to these prooosals should reach the 
Secretary of the Election Commission (No. 1, Aurangzeb Road, New Delhi-11), 
before the said date. It would facilitate prompt consideration if they are in 
English. 


PROPOSALS 

In the State of Gujarat, there is only one two-member parliamentary consti¬ 
tuency, namely, the Ahmedabad parliamentary constituency, one seat in which 
is reserved for the scheduled castes of the State. The extent of this constituency 
is given in the Delimitation of Parliamentary and Assembly Constituencies 
Order, 1956, as “Ahmedabad district (excluding Viramgam and Dhandhuka 
talukas but including the villages in Viramgam taluka specified in item (4) of 
the Appendix)”. 

2. It is proposed to divide this constituency into two single-member consti¬ 
tuencies, to be known, respectively as ‘Ahmedabad’ and ‘Sabarmati’ parliamentary 
constituencies. Their extent will be as follows:— 

Ahmedabad.—Ahmedabad municipal corporation (excluding Acher, Gomti- 
pur, Rakhial, Khokra-Mehmedpur-Mithipur and Behrampur wards) 
and Ahemadabad cantonment. 

Sabarmati.—Ahmedabad district (excluding (i) Viramgam taluka except 
the villages specified in item (4) of the Appendix (ii) Ahmedabad 
municipal corporation except Acher, Gom’ipur, Rakhial. Khohra- 
Mehmadpur-Mithipur and Behramour wards, (iii) Ahmedabad can¬ 
tonment and (iv) Dhandhuka taluka). 

3. Since it appears to the Commission that the Sabarmati constituency as 
delimited above has the greater concentration of the population of the scheduled 
castes, the seat in this constituency will be reserved for the scheduled castes 
of the Stats.
